SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.— 
Attorneys for Louis Blot issued 
a formal statement today an- 
nouncing that the Langford- 
Kauffman fight would be post- 
poned for one week, or until Sat- 
urday, June 20. 

The right of the Governor to 
interfere, the statement said, 
would be fully tested in the 


courts. 

Blot stated that it had been decided to 
withdraw the main fight in favor of a 
third-rate bout to be held Monday, with 
the intention of forcing the Governor to 
interfere, ‘“‘with his troops,” after which 
the matter would be taken into court as 
a test case. 

A decision, he said, would be obtained 
in 48 hours and the ‘‘way cleared for the 
Langford-Kauffman fight.’’ 

Four companies of state militia were 
prepared to be called to Blot’s arena 
to suppress the fight by force. Gov. 
Gillett had planned to procisim mar- 
tial law in San Francisco if the local 


- guthorities had failed to carry out his 


orders to stop the fight, or if Blot 
persisted in defying him. 

Summoning Louis Blot, promoter of 
the Kaufman-Langford match to his 
office, Chief of Police Martin told him 
that he would not be permitted to hold 
the fight. The chief advised Blot to 
discontinue the sale of tickets.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Charges 
that bribery of members of the Illinois 
Legisiature figured in the election of 
William Lorimer to the United States 
Senate will be investigated by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions. A decision to that effect was 
reached by the committee today and 
Chairman Burrows reported a résolu- 
tion instructing the committee to pro- 
ceed to conduct the inquiry during the 
vacation of Congress. 

Some members of the committee 
wanted the resolution to specify that 
the investigation should proceed a? 
once, but it was stated that it had 
been the unvarying custom of the 
Senate not to interfere or-embarrass 
proceedings when any phase of the 
subject of inquiry was pending be- 
fore the courts. 

Trial Causes a Delay. 

The fact that charges against certain 
members of the Illinois Legislature are 
now before the courts wil! result in de- 
lay in beginning the inquiry, but it is 
the understanding that a report will be 
made at the beginning of the next ses- 
sion of Congress in December. Follow- 
ing is the resolution. reported:

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PUTS AND CALLS 


ARE BARRED FOR 
ST, LOUIS BOARD 


Action Here Follows That 
Taken Along the Same 
Line in Chicago. 








The system of trading in “puts” and 
“calls” was ended at the Merchants’ 
Exchange Saturday morning when 
President Cochrane locked the door 
of the room on the third floor where 
the curb market has been held, and 
put the key in his pocket. 

“There will be no more curb mar- 
ket here,” he said. * 

He declined to discuss the matter. 

The action of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change is the result of court decisions 
in St. Louis and Chicago, holding that 
dealing in “‘puts’’ and ‘calls’ is ile- 
gal. 

Before the closing of the “‘curb”’ in the 
Merchants’ Exchange telegraphic in- 
formation had been received from the 
Chicago Board of Trade that similar 
dealing there had been stopped. The 
dispatches caused much comment among 
the members of the exchange. 

Information of the Chicago board's 
action came in special wires to many 
of the foremost stock and grain houses 
in the St. Louis financial district. 

Positive notice was served on all St. 
Louis'commission houses with Chicago 
connections that no further deals in 
privileges would be sanctioned. 

A “call” is a privilege to call from 
the-trader from whom the call is pur- 
chased a certain amount of grain con- 
tracted for at a figure above the market. 

Nat L. Moffit, vice-president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, when shown the 
Chicago dispatches, said that he could 
not say positively just exactly what 
action would be taken; but that it 
looked like Chicago had sounded the 
death knell of trading in grain privi- 
leges. 

A “put” on grain is a privilege to 
deliver to the trader from whom the 
put is purchased a certain amount of 
grain contracted for at a figure below 
the market. 

Trading in grain privileges has been 
@ subject of contention between the 
courts and the exchanges for many 
years. Recently the Illinois courts de- 
cided against a member of the Chicago 
Board of Trade in his efforts to col- 
lect a loss made under this system of 
trading. The court characterized the 
trade as a gambling transaction. A 
similar decision was handed down in 
the St. Louis Circuit Court.

Otherwise, Mrs. Longworth fairly 
blazed with jewels at times. A dia- 
mond necklace and a diamond-studded 
bracelet are ‘especially conspicuous. 
Ethel Roosevelt's attire is in conspic- 
uous contrast. Ethel does not even wear 
a ring. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has been confined to 
her stateroom most of the time and 
has not even been a guest at any of 
the dinners. Mrs. Longworth has taken 
her place at such functions. 

Frank Kellogg appears to have the 
ex-President’s ears much as anybody 
aboard. While Kellogg and other friends 
have been sitting on deck engaged in 
warm discussion, Mrs. Longworth has 
been sitting opposite the party. 

In her hand was a cigarette, from 
her lips she blew a faint smoke wreath 
around her father's head. This is not 
the first time she has been seen in 
public with a cigarette and the tongues 
of women who observed the event are 
busily wagging over it. 

A woman suffragette was introduced 
to Mr. Roosevelt yesterday by a woman 
member of a reception committee with 
these words:

EW YORK, June 
18.—The return 
today of former 
President Roose- 
velt, after an 

» absence of one 
year two months 
and 26 days, 
brings to a suc- 
cessful clese Mr. 
Roosevelt's pro- 
longed hunting 

trip through Africa and his series of 

visits to the capitals of Europe. 

Leaving New York March 23, 1909, the 
former President, after a brief visit to 
Messina, landed at Mombasa, on April 
21, and at once set out on his hunt for 
big game, accompanied by his son Ker- 
mit, 

From April to December, 1909, Col. 
Roosevelt devoted his attention to big 
game in British East Africa. Penetrat- 
ing into Uganda early this year, he 
added to his already imposing collection 
of trophies and on Feb. 7 started on a 
10-days’ march through the jungle to 
Gondokoro, where the expedition dis- 
banded. 


Reached Khartum in March. 
Om March 14 Mr. Roosevelt arrived at 
Khartum, where he was met by Mrs. 
Roosevelt and their daughter Ethel. On 
the way down the Nile, Mr. Roosevelt 
stopped to inspect the Assouan dam. 
After visiting the Khedive at Cairo he 
delivered an address before the Urni- 
versity of Egypt in which he severely 
criticized the Egyptian Nationalist party 
and brought down upon himself a storm 
of protest. 
Arriving at Naples, the former Presi- 
dent furnished another sensation by de-, 
clining to accede to certain restrictions 
imposed by the Vatican, a condition to 
his visit to the Pope. As a result the 
proposed meeting did not take place. 
During his stay in’ Rome Mr. Roose- 
velt. was received in audience by King 
Victor Emmanuel, and was -shown 
marked courtesy. On April 7 he started 
on a sentimental journéy along the 
Italian Riviera, retracing with Mrs. 
Roosevelt a journey made at the time 
of their honeymoon; but the demonstra- 
tions by the populace and peasantry 
forced them to abandon the trip. 


Met Pinchot in Italy. 


Mr. Roosevelt then visited his wife's 
sister, Miss Carew, at Porto Maurizio, 
Italy, where he met his friend Gifford 
Pinchot, former Chief Forester of the 
United States. 

From Porto Maurizio, Mr. Roosevelt 
went to Venice and thence to Vienna 








where he was received and entertained 


by the Austrian Emperor. He enjoyed 
a similar reception at the hands of th 
Archduke Joseph, in Budapest, then 
went to Paris, where he delivered the 
first of his important addresses at the 
Sorbonne on April 2, taking as his 
text, “Citizenship in a Republic.” 
After an audience with President Fal- 
lieres and a visit to the tomb of Na- 
poleon, Mr. Roosevelt left for Brussels 
and The Hague, where he was received 
in turn by King Albert and Queen Wil- 
helmina. 


Spoke in Many Capit la. 
Leaving Holland, he visited ‘Copen- 


hagen and Christiania, where First 
Crown Prince Christian and King 
Haakon welcomed him. At Christiania 
he spoke on “International Peace,” be- 
fore the’ Nobel prize commiitee an. 
received an honorary degree of Ph. D. 
From Christiania he went to Stock- 
holm and thence to Berlin where, with 
Bmperor William, he reviewed the Ger- 
man troops. Whiie in the German 





capital he lectured before the Univer- 
sity of Berlin on “The World Move-

Leading Nations in Europe

Appointed special ambassador of the 
United States at the funeral of King 
Edward, he took his place in the cor- 
tege of the deceased monarch. 

The universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge each conferred a degree upon 
him and on May 31, the freedom of the 
city of London was presented to him. 
It was on this occasion that he made 
his sensational speech on .the admin- 
istration of Egypt by Great Britain. 


PRESIDENT SENDS LETTER OF 
WELCOME TO COL, ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, June  18.—President 
Taft, accompanied by Secretary Nor- 
ton and Representative Butler of Penn- 
sylvania, left this morning for Villa 
Nova, Pa., where he will receive from 
St. Thomas College the degree of doctor 
of jurisprudence and make an address. 
The Presfdent will return to Washington 
tonight. 

Before leaving the President read with 
deep interest in the latest news of the 
homecoming of Co]. Roosevelt. When 
the celebration in honor of the former 
President’s return was first planned it 
was proposed to invite Mr. Taft, but 
this was abandoned. 

Instead of going himself, the President 
sent Secretary of the Navy Meyer and 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, both 
of whom served in Roosevelt's cabinet, 
to greet their oTd chief. He also sent 
Capt. Archibald W. Butt, his military 
aide, with a letter to Col. Roosevelt— 
a personal message of wéicome which 
was not made pubrrc at the White 
House. 

After visiting Villa Nova today, the 
President will make a 15-minute stop 
at West Chester, Pa., where he will 
take an automobile ride through the 
city with Representative Butler. From 
there he will go to Lincoln University 
to attend the exercises at that institu- 
tion.

BROOKINS FLIES 


4939 FEET HIGH 
WORLD'S RECORD 


Breaks at Dizzy 
Height and Aviator Glides 
Safely to Earth. 





SHOWS HE HAS NERVE 





Wright Pupil, After Two 
Months’ Experience, Proves 
Master Aviator.

MOTOR SPEEDWAY, INDIANAPO- 
LIS, Ind., June 18—The spectacular 
climb of nearly a mile skyward by Wal- 
ter A. Brookins, the youngest of the 
Wright pupils, setting a new aeroplane 
altitude record of 4939 feet, and the more 
spectacular glide from the dizzy height 
when his motor failed him, have con- 
vinced the aero men here that the 22- 
year-old aviator is in a class by him- 
self. 

When Brookins broke the world’s rec- 
ord Monday by driving his Wright flyer 
to a height of 4384% feet the experts 
compared him with Pauihan, whose rec- 
ord the youngster had smashed. When 
he made the shortest turn ever made in 
an aeroplane Thursday they said that 
Orville Wright had a rival in the art of 
clever flying. 

But his great glide late yesterday aft- 
ernoon has convinced them that even 
the daredevil Hamilton has nothing to 
teach this youthful bird-man whose 
wings were given him by the Wrights 
for the first time two months ago. 

Engine Broke High in Alr. 

Brookins ha 
turn to the ground\when the motor of 
his machine began/running unevenly. 
The young aviatoy did not like the 
sound of At trmfed tune of the cylin- 

t sounded as if something had 
broken, which afterward was found to 
be the case. Fearing that a part of 
the engine might fly off and demolish 
the fragile air craft, Brookins delib- 
erately stopped the motor and made the 
longest glide in the history of aviation. 

Finding that the wind had sent him 
over the fields to the east of the speed- 
way enclosure he did not attempt to 
glide back to the fleld, because of the 
wires there. He carefully sclected a 
cornfield where he landed without even 
4‘urring a brace of the biplane. 

Few Witnessed Great Feat. 

The start of the sky journey was 
made at 6:30 p. m. At that time prac- 
tically all of the spectators had left 
the grounds. Earlier in the afternoon 
Brookins had brought great applause 
from them by making a flight with a 
gusty wind blowing at the rate of % 
miles an hour. The spectators after 
the flight thought the exhibitions were 
over, but the wind died down and the 
Wrights decided to send Brookins up. 

Elaborate arrangements were made 
for determining his exact height. Four 
of the city engineers, J. C. McCoy, the 
talloon pilot of the Aero Club of 
America, Frank Albert of the Wright 
Company and H. B. Newton, aeronautie 
editor of the New York Herald; made 
up the official altitude finders and 
timers. 

Height Measured With Sextants. 

Between the two groups stood McCoy, 
with a flag, and Albert and Newton, 
with stop watches. Whenever Brookins 
passed over the line above McCoy, he 
waved the flag. An engineer at each 
end of the line caught the movement 
of the flag through a small telescope, 
squeezed the wrist of the engineer who 
was moving the finder of his sextant 
with the aeroplane. The sextant men 
in this way were able to simultaneously 
take the observations of the air craft. 

With the distance between the two 
sextants and the two angles accurate- 
ly known, the exact height was easily 
determined. 


Johnstone, a Wright pupil, who has 


‘been up but three times alone and never 


pefore about 50 feet, had climbed to the 
altitude of 900 feet and was circling over 
the field when Brookins started. 

Brookins had been up a half-hour 
when Johnstone came down. Johnstone 
was elated over his first high flight 
und began telling the crowd around the 
starting rail about it. 

In their interest in Johnstone’s {mpres- 
sions, the crowd forgot about Brookins. 
Just then N. H. Brookins, the father 
of the aviator, came over to the group. 

How high do you think Walter is 
now?’ he asked one of the pupils. 

Then all looked up. We couldn’t pick 
Brookins up at first against the dark- 
ening sky. Then we made out his 
Wright flyer, now a miniature aero- 
plane far out over the fields to the 
south. Brookins had climbed 3000 feet 
before we had really realized he was 
out after his record in earnest. 

Craft Seemed Standing Still. 

The height of the aeroplane was so 
great that it barely seemed to move, 
although it was traveling 4 miles an 
hour. Then the tiny aeroplane turned 
and came back over the course and 
passed over the flelds to the east, grow- 
ing steadily smaller, and the droning 
noise of the motor dying away to a 
faint hum. 

Brookins had been up & minutes when 
the sound of the motor changed and we 
knew he was coming down. As we 
watched the rapid descent every one 
expected that Brookins would soon come 
closer in, over the field. And then with 
ow warning the machine suddenly 
seemed to dive and disappeared out of 
sight behind the trees outside the speed.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Five multi- 
millionaires and three other men of large 
means were admitted to bail last night 
following the finding of an indictment 
against them under the Sherman anti- 
trust law for conspiring to restrain 
trade through the so-called bull cotton 
pool. The men indicted were: 

James A. Patten ef Chicago, who cor- 
nered the wheat market last year and 
has operated this year on a large scale 
in May and July cotton. Mr. Patten 
is credited with having $25,000,000, made 
chiefly in the grain pit. He re- 
garded as the ablest, most resourceful 
and biggest speculator in the country 
today. 

Frank B. Hayne of New Orleans, who, 
with William P. Brown, has engineered 
several huge speculations in cotton in 
recent years that netted him a fortune 
estimated at from $3,000,000 to $5,990.90. 

William P. Brown of New Orleans, 
who is reputed to have made $6,000,000 
eut of cotton speculations in the last 
six years.

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DISARM THE POLICE. 

Perhaps Special Officer Hess of the East St. 
Louis police force should not be imprisoned or 
hanged for deliberately killing Stephen Boyer.

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GOVERNMENT BY LAW. 

The prosecution of the speculators in the Patten 
cotton pool is a novel and important application 
of the anti-trust law. If the men who corner 
markets can be punished for unlawful combina- 
tion and :conspiracy in restraint of trade under 
the anti-trust law the problem of preventing the 
monopolizing of the necessaries of life in the mar- 
kets, is solved. Corners in grain or cotton will 
be listed, as they should, in the crime calendar. 

President Taft has committed grave mistakes 
in politics and in connection with his efforts 
to promote legislation and harmonize his party, 
but his administration must be credited with 
energetic and beneficial activity in the enforce- 
ment of law.

Aeroplane Engines. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In stating that more dependable engines are 
desired for aeroplane use Mr. Godlove has given 
voice to.a very evident fact, but that he should 
inveigh against auxillary engines for use in emer- 
gencies seems to me unreasonable. The locomo- 
tive is usually looked upon as one engine, but in 
reality it has two. Often a crippled locomotive 
completes its run on one cylinder. The boiler 
or steam plant furnishes power to two separate 
and distinct engines. When one cylinder gives 
out, the train can still get over ground on the 
remaining one. The boiler corresponds to the 
gasoline tank. But what good is potential power 
if the engine is dead? 

The large ocean greyhounds have several sets 
of engines and.when one is put out of com- 
mission the vessel proceeds on the others while 
the injured one is repaired, if possible. This 
arrangement is not possible in the air. When 
the engine stops the aeroplane must come down. 
If a locomotive stops there is no particular dan- 
ger to be feared except from a collision—but 
flagmen and torpedoes look after that. A plu- 
rality of engines is in the line of development 
not only for emergency use, but for operating ad- 
ditional propellers, which will assist in stability 
and speed. 

The truth of the matter is, that in designing 
aeroplane engines everything has been sacrificed 
for weight If it is possible to take up one or 
two extra passengers why not put that weight 
into a dependable engine—two of them if pos- 
sible? PROGRESS.

GOVERNMENT TO COMPETER WITH 
TRUSTS. 
HIS is the remedy proposed by A. 

i F. Thomas, in a little book with 

the title, “The Slavery of Prog- 
ress."" Mr. Thomas points out that pri- 
vate monopoly is swiftly undermining 
American institutions and will if left 
unchecked result in economic Slavery. 
In order to check this tendency, he 
would have the Federal Government en- 
gage in such industries as have become 
monopolies, competing with the trusts 
rnd selling products at cost, so as to 
compel the corporations to give the con- 
fumer justice. As an opening wedge, 
he suggests that the Government siart 
competition with the Tobacco Trust, 
which he characterizes as the least de- 
serving of consideration. 

In his endeavor to avoid 

which he. believes unnecessary and 
wrong in principle, this writer seems 
to forget that a government cannot af- 
ford to permit competition with itself 
in any enterprise it undertakes. Such 
competition would practically mean a 
sharing in the work of government 
and would certainly resuit in a partoua 
weakening of gevernmenta! authority 
The various governments recognize this 
in refusing to permit any encroachment 
upon the postal systems, 
Mr. Thomas also overlooks the fact 
that, in certain flelds, such as coal oil 
steel and copper, the existing private 
monopolies have virtually gained pos- 
session of the raw materia! and sources 
of its exploitation. How could the Gov- 
ernment successfully compete, unless by 
importing all its raw material, which 
would be manifestly uneconomic? In the 
case of coal oll, where could it get 
enough to compete with Standard Oil 
which has absorbed nearly all the know, 
oi] felds of the world? 

The Tobacco Trust is not « fair object 
lesson as to what the Government might 
do in this line, because the raw ma- 
terial is still in the hands of the peo- 
ple; that is, of the farmers. There are 
trusts which are weak because they 
cannot control the raw material: but 
there are others which could aftora to 
laugh at governmenta) cempetition be- 
cause they hold or control the raw ma-
